G.H.S.  was  privileged  to  have  the  first  experimental 
field  made  with  Prescription  Athletic  Turf.  It  was 
designed  by  Dr.  W.hl.  Daniel  from  Purdue  University. 
The  field  has  a  special  drainage  bed,  hooked  to  a 
pump,  that  removes  excess  water.  This  does  not  cover 
the  entire  field,  however;  it  is  160  feet  wide  and  300 
feet  long,  not  including  35  feet  on  each  side.  It  also 
has  heating  coils  that  can  warm  up  the  field  when  it 
freezes. 

To  complement  the  field  new  bleachers,  an  eight-lane 
rubberized  ME-2  track  surrounded  by  a  four  foot 
retainer  fence,  and  a  new  10  by  24  foot  press  box 
were  added.

The  school 
took  in  nearly  900  students,  54  of  them  coming 
from  Goshen  High  School.  Students  learn  new 
trades  much  as  Computer  Programming,  Key- 
punch, hlorticulture,  Cosmetology,  Radio  and  T.V., 
Small  Engine  Repair,  and  several  others.  After 
graduating  from  E.A.C.C.,  students  are  placed  in 
jobs  of  their  field  of  training.  Classes  are  quite  dif- 
ferent from  those  of  most  home  high  schools;  the 
classes  are  more  informal  and  relaxed.  Morning 
classes  are  from  8-11,  and  afternoon  classes  from 
12-3.  There  is  a  15-30  minute  break  whenever  the 
instructor  permits.  Students  may  either  go  to  the 
student  lounge  or  to  the  Snack-Bar,  where  students 
of  Restaurant  Management  may  serve  them.

Organization  of 
the  Follies  was  handled  by  Mary  Wieland  and  Jan 
Thomas  wrote  the  skits.  Of  special  note  was  a  par- 
ody on  graduation  done  by  Frankie  Kummeth  and 
others  in  the  class.

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Goshen's  track  team  ended 
their  season  with  an  10-5 
record  for  dual  meet  compe- 
tition. Their  biggest  lead  in 
any  dual  meet  was  a  77  pomt 
margin  of  victory  over  Fair- 
field. Joe  Liechty  received 
the  Most  Valuable  Player 
award.  Mr.  Weaver  was  the 
coach  and  Mr.  Weddell,  of 
the  Whiteman  faculty,  was 
assistant  coach. 
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The  3  I  st  Goshen  Relays,  the  first  on  the  new  all-weather 
track,  and  the  first  organized  under  Mr.  Beeson's  direction 
was  a  big  success  with  eight  records  broken  and  one 
record  tied.  Goshen,  competing  in  Class  B  for  the  first 
time,  broke  three  records.  Joe  Liechty  broke  the  previous 
record  in  the  100  yd.  dash,  which  was  held  by  Jimtown 
since  1971  (1 0.0).  by  winning  the  race  in  9.9.  The  mile  relay 
team  of  Greg  Riley.  Rich  Peck.  Jim  Fearnow.  and  Stan  Burt 
broke  Plymouth's  record  (3:32.2).  which  they  held  since 
1971,  with  a  3:28.5  clocking.  Goshen's  880  relay  team, 
consisting  of  Stan  Burt,  Eric  Holdread,  Rich  Peck,  and  Joe 
Liechty  won  their  race  in  I  :32.2,  toppling  Nappanee  s 
long-standing,  since  1962,  record  of  I  :33.6.  Concord 
broke  the  previous  record  in  the  880  Run  by  a  little  over 


one  second.  Jimtown  broke  the  former  shot-put  record  by 
over  two  feet.  Mishawaka  Marlon  broke  the  old  Sprint 
Relay  record  by  exactly  a  second.  LaVllle  tied  Garrett's 
record  in  the  High  hHurdles.  All  of  the  above  records  were 
Class  B  records.  Class  A  records  were  also  set  in  the  mile 
run  and  the  pole  vault.  Fourteen  schools  competed  in  Class 
A  and  nineteen  in  Class  B,  with  a  total  of  over  800  athe- 
letes  competing.  In  Class  B.  Mishawaka  Marion  took  first 
place  with  67  points,  followed  by  Goshen  with  58  1/3 
points.  Concord  finished  a  distant  third  with  36  5/6  points 
and  New  Prarle  came  in  fourth  with  35.  Gary  Roosevelt 
won  the  Class  A  competition  with  77  points,  the  highest 
socre  since  1 963  when  Roosevelt  attained  88  points. 


Just  before  the  start  of  the  finals,  Lee  Sanger  was  crowned  as  Relays' 
Queen.  The  senior  members  of  her  court  were  Mary  Welland  and  Con- 
nie Ashley.  The  junior  attendant  was  Jane  Troyer  and  the  sophomore 
attendant  was  Ram  Brill.  These  girls  presented  ribbons  and  trophies  to 
the  winning  athletes  and  teams. 


Goshen's  baseball  team  ended  their  regular  season 
with  an  even  .500  record.  Steve  Spotts,  the  team's 
pitcher,  was  given  the  Most  Valuable  Player  award. 
Seven  did  not  turn  out  to  be  the  team's  lucky  number. 
After  winning   the   last  six   sectional   games,   Goshen 


lost,  in  an  extra  Inning,  to  Wawasee  in  the  final  sec- 
tional game.  Mr.  hHoffman,  of  the  Towncrest  faculty, 
was  the  coach  of  the  varsity  team  and  Mr.  hlouk  was 
the  B-team  coach. 
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Goshen  athletes  were  honored  at  three  different  sports 
banquets  during  the  school  year.  The  fall,  winter,  and 
spring  sports  banquets  were  each  held  at  the  end  of  the 
respective  seasons.  The  individual  athletes  were  presented 
with  letters,  blankets,  and  trophies  for  such  things  as  most 
valuable  player,  most  improved,  and  best  mental  attitude. 
There  were  also  special  awards  in  certain  sports. 
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The  Class  of  1974  treated  the  seniors  to  a  successful 
prom  on  the  evening  of  May  5th.  The  theme  used  by 
the  junior  class  was  "Springtime  in  the  Park."  The 
band  which  played  for  the  prom-goers  was  "Jasmine 
Tea."  The  prom  had  a  good  turnout  and  was  enjoyed 
by  all.  Instead  of  movies,  the  GhlS  pool  was  opened 
for  swimming  from  I  2  to  3  AM  following  the  prom. 
The  First  Lutheran  Church  served  free  breakfasts 
from  I  to  4  AM  to  those  who  attended  the  prom. 
Barry  Kauffman  and  Deb  Lewallen  were  voted  king 
and  queen  of  the  prom. 
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The  Aquatics  Club  put  on  a  very  successful  show  this  year 
using  the  theme  "Color  My  World."  The  show  was  put  on, 
after  months  of  hard  practice,  on  May  I  I  and  I  2.  Formerly 
an  all-girl  organization,  this  year's  group  included  a  few 
male  members,  enabling  the  show  to  perform  a  few  differ- 
ent feats.  Mrs.  Allen  sponsored  the  group  and  she  was 
again  assisted  by  Mrs.  Wade. 
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There  was  a  good  turnout  for  the  third  annual  Walk 
for  hHunger  which  was  held  on  May  12th.  Despite 
rainy,  chilly  weather,  646  walkers  started  the  Walk 
and  535  of  those  finished  the  entire  route  of  20.2 
miles.  The  first  Goshen  hiigh  School  student  to  finish 
the  walk  was  David  Lantz,  a  sophomore,  who  came  in 
fifth.  Carol  Kauffman,  a  GhHS  senior,  came  in  21st 
and  was  the  first  girl  to  finish  the  walk.  Anne  Weaver 
and  Susie  Barker  were  co-chairmen  of  this  year's 
Walk.  As  usual,  registration  started  at  8:00  and  the 
Walk  started  around  9:00,  preceded  by  several 
speakers  and  music,  this  year  provided  by  Prarie 
Rose. 
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Pan-Am  Club,  the  language  club  for  students  taking 
Spanish,  met  about  once  a  month  throughout  the 
school  year.  The  club's  membership  was  small  and  the 
meetings  were  informal.  Von  Rassi  was  president  of 
the  club.  Other  officers  were  Joanne  Marttila,  vice 
president;  Cathy  Lamb,  secretary;  Liz  Shoup,  trea- 
surer; and  Susie  Barker,  publicity.

Key  for  the  Outstanding  Senior  Boy,  the  Psi  lota  Xi  Scholastic 
Medal  for  Math,  the  National  hHigh  School  Math  Contest  award, 
was  named  a  National  Merit  Scholar,  a  Menno  Simons  Scholarship, 
the  Goshen  College  Merit  Scholarship,  and  an  Indiana  State  Schol- 
arship. Kris  Raber  and  Barb  Rowits,  both  sophomores,  were  given 
scholastic  sweaters  by  Goshen  News  for  earning  straight  A's  in  all 
subjects  for  a  year. 
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The  Class  of  1973  graduated  on  June 
5.  Plans  for  an  outdoor  ceremony 
were  dropped  due  to  rainy  weather. 
The  baccalaureate  and  commence- 
ment programs  were  combined  this 
year.  Rev.  Donald  Moody  gave  the 
invocation  and  sermonette.  hie  was 
followed  by  "Doc"  Bowen,  Indiana  s 
new  governor,  who  gave  the  com- 
mencement address.  The  291  seniors 
received  their  diplomas  and  were 
pronounced  graduated  by  school 
board  president,  Philip  Neff.

In  order  to  understand 
Goshen  High  School  we  must  examine  Goshen, 
Indiana.  We  have  therefore  provided  a  glimpse, 
short  though  it  may  be,  of  institutions  and  peo- 
ple which  directly.or  indirectly  influence  us. 

Goshen  has  been  in  existence  approximately  135 
years.  How  was  It  back  then? 

In  1 839  the  editor  of  the  Democrat  wrote: 
"Money  scarce  —  candidates  thick  as  blackber- 
ries —  fine  prospects  for  wheat  —  business  dull 
—  matrimony  no  go  —  camp  meeting  coming  — 
high  taxes  —  prairie  wolves  on  the  run  —  hearts 
stirring  up  for  the  glorious  Fourth  —  orators  stir- 
ring up  their  ideas  —  publican  laying  in  the 
liquor  —  pigs  and  chickens  preparing  to  die  — 
the  anti-tobacco  society  raising  a  smoke,  and  a 
church  so  full  they  can  take  in  no  more  members. 
So  much  for  Goshen." 

Have  times  changed?  Well,  mostly  yes,  but 
we're  sure  a  few  things  looked  familiar! 


Goshen  is  a  melting  pot.  Ainnost  every 
conceivable  cultural  group  is  repre- 
sented: southern  white,  Amish-Men- 
nonite,  college  students,  chicanos,  hip- 
pies, and  pseudo-hippies,  children  and 
senior  citizens,  and  plain  old  middle- 
class  suburban-type  people.  In  the  last 
couple  of  years,  even  a  few  Blacks  have 
moved  to  Goshen.  It's  what's  known  as 
peaceful  coexistance.  Of  course  con- 
flict occasionally  does  arise,  but  no  one 
seems  to  get  too  excited.  We're  con- 
tent to  live  in  our  own  worlds,  united 
only  in  a  geographic  sense.
